There is 
much reason te believe that the rava 
ges in all these cases may be traced 
to the same culprit that bas devasta- 
ted Sierra valley, and it shows a 
breadth ot the field of operatiens that 
may easily be extended north through 
Oregon and Washington Territory, 
and down along the coast to the penin- 
sula of California, as also back along 
the calendar for over 150 years. 


"EARLY LOCUST RAVAGES. 


Upon the authoritv ot Mr. A. D. Tay 
lor, in anbarticle contributed to the 
Smithsonian Institute in 1858, locusts 
Have often devastaed portions of Ca'- 
. jfornia. Away back in the last cen- 
‘tury locust plagues were noted on 
‘this coast as occurring in 1722, 1746, 
ito 49, 1753 to 54, and 1765 to 57. 
‘Since 1822 the grasshoppers have sev- 
-eral times ravaged the fields and gar- 
dens of the Franciscan missionaries. 
In 1834 and 35 occurred a visitation 
of locusts, destroying the crops of the 
missions and ranches, except wheat.

- LATER LOCUST RAIDS. 
In 1856 locusts ap and were 
destructive in Lower California 
and in the San Joaquin valley. Ate: 
grain, vegetables, fruit trees and even 
a man's coat. In 1869 locusts devast- 
ed the Pit and Fall river valleys, and 
were destructive in Tuba county. In 
1862 or 63 locusts visited Hornitos 
from the south “like a glittering} 
cloud.” They ate the bark of peach 
trees. In 1866 or 67 locusts came 
from the north in a swarm fifteen 
miles wide near Sockton. So numer- 
ous that “they filled a well.” In 1879 
locusts ‘invade! Tulare county for 
three weeks, eating grapes, corn and 
wheat. Came the” last of May. In 
1873 they again migrated to Lower 
California, doing great damage. Also 
raided into Southern California. The 
year 1877 is noted as a very bad lo- 
cust year in many parts of California, 
including Sierra Valley. In Fresno 
county the eggs hatched in May, and 
the females deposited eggs the same 
year June 2ist, both hatching and 
egg-laying occurring a month earlier 
than in previous years.
